Hedges Of Gardenia 
Are Easy To Have 
Kiwanians Told 


Klwanians leamec all about the 
care of gardenias at their Tues¬ 
day meeting when R. C. Long, of 
the Long Nurseries, Pasadena, 
gave them new slants on the cul¬ 
tivation of this lovely fragrant 
flower. The gardenia is a hybrid, 
Mr. Long said, and the improved j 
variety Is recommended for 
hedges because of its hardiness, 
a new feature, and because it 
does not require much water or 
care. If more people realized 
these facts, Mr. Long declared 
that gardenia hedges would be 
common. The important factor is 
to get the improved variety, be¬ 
cause other types, such as the 
fragile. 

Gardenias should be planted in 
coarse said and in order to thrive 
they must be irrigated, rather 
than sprinkled. Good irrigation 
and cultivation is necessary If the 
plant is to do well. Blood meal 
was suggested as the best fer¬ 
tilizer, and Mr. Long declared 
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that pruning should be done In 
the fall when the plant has fin¬ 
ished blooming. Whale oil soap is 
the best spray to use on any 
gardenia, he said.

Why fg the term of office for Sena¬ 
tors longer than and different from 
that for members of the House of 
Representatives? 

Article I of our Constitution speci¬ 
fies that Senators shall hold office 
for six years and that the terms 
shall be staggered—that only one- 
third of them shall expire every two 
years. 

To provide a government of 
strength, our Constitution gives all 
law making power to Congress, and 
to avoid concentrating that impor¬ 
tant power in one group of men it 
not only divides Congress Into two 
houses but makes those two houses 
different. Members of the House of 
Representatives serve for two years 
and their terms expire simultane¬ 
ously. But in the Senate the terms 
are staggered—only one-third of the 
terma expire every two years. 
Therefore there are always at least 
twice as many old members as new 
onee. The Senate cannot be made 
up (as can the House) of entirely 
new and Inexperienced members. 

The idea of staggered terms has 
proved so popular that It has been 
copied in many state and local gov¬ 
ernments — In legislatures, city 
councils, school boards and other*. 


The longer term, smaller number 
and greater power makes the Sen¬ 
ate more stable and less subject to 
agitation, and more attractive to 
able, ambitious men. Many are expe-
